The London, Ont., Advertiser contributes the

October is the peak menth for colds, it is 
and the greatest number of colds will 
eccur during this month, Certainly, the com- 
mon cold is a general nuisance and more people 


stay home from work with colds than with 
any other disorder. 

T have studied many thou- 
sands of patients suffering 
from colds, and it seems to 
me that there are only three 
fundamental causes. These 
fundamental causes are: 
FATIGUE, OVER - EATING 
and LACK OF SUNSHINE. 
In many parts of the world, 
the amount of available sun- 
shine is sharply decreased 
during the fall and winter 
months. In the cities the amount reaching the 
population may be even less than this, because 
of the thick curtain of smoke overlying the 
industrial districts. 

Fall and winter colds usually can be blamed 
on the use of a diet containing an abundance of 
the heavy foods. As the cold weather comes 
on, practically everyone develops an appetite 
for the heavy starchy foods, and these almost 
invariably form the principal part of every 
mea]. This desire for the richer foods is made 
worse because most of the protective foods such 
as fruits and vegetables are hard to obtain dur- 
ing the fall and winter months, or else are so 
expensive that the buyer for the family does 
not feel that she can afford them. 

The body becomes so stuffed with the ex- 
cess of starchy foods that it attempts to throw 
out some of the toxic wasts by producing cop- 
ious secretion from the mucous membrane, 
causing it to be inflamed. Those who become 
fatigued from working too long hours or from 
worry, easily develop colds because they are 
too enervated to carry on the normal elimina- 
tion of toxins through the skin, Jungs, kidneys 
and intestine. Staying up late at night is 
another possible cause of enervation. 

The enervated person is toxic, and usually 
the liver is sluggish. Very often constipation, 
with its attendant dangers, is present. One 
who over-works or who wastes nervous energy 
in worry, will not have enough nervous energy 
left to keep metabolism balanced. He should 
consider himself fortunate if he develops only 
a cold, rather than some more serious dis- 
order. 

During the cooler months of fali and winter, 
most people gradually get out of the habit of 
spending much time out of doors, preferring to 
stay within heated rooms where the air is not 
pure and where sunlight dees not come

If you wish to guard against colds, then you 
should see to it that your diet contains a 
large amount of vegetables and fruits. Also it 
is a good plan to cut down on the starches. used, 
while taking a moderate amount of protein 
daily, such as meat and eggs. It is also im- 
portant that you guard yourself against becom- 
ing over-tired. Going to bed early 1s one of the 
best ways to prevent the development of colds, 
Make sure that you obiain plenty of outdoor 
exercise and avoid the physical and mental 
inertia which paves the way for the common 
cold. 

If you do develop a cold, go to bed if you 


have a fever. Try using a grapefruit juice 
infusion which is prepared by the following 
method: Cut a medium-sized grapefruit into 
small pieces, skin and all Place in an 


enameled pan or glass dish and pour over it 
one quart of boiling hot water. Allow to stand 
fer at least 30 minutes. The juice from this may 
be taken during a fast and is particularly bene- 
ficial in the treatment of colds. During the 
time that you are using the grapefruit infusion, 
be sure to tale at least one enema each day 
If you wish a special article on Colds, send 
for the called WHEN YOU CATCH A 
COLD.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date (Monday) in 1800 
there was a scandal in a court 
room at York, as Toronto was 
called until 1834. The quarter 


sessions of the peace holders had 
convened, the old English tormal- 
ities had been observed, and the 
grand jury had been sworn and 
retired to consider the bills of 
indictment. But within a few 
minutes the foreman of the grand 
jury returned into court and re- 
ported that one of their number 
“was in such a state of intoxi- 
cation that they could not enter 
upon business with him.’ Upon 
which the offender was sent for 
and “coming into court he was 
found to be exceedingly drunk, 
whereupon he was committed to 
jail until tomorrow at noon when 
he is to be brought.” Thereupon 
the grand jury proceeded with its 
task, minus one of its members. 
The offender was brought into 
court, reprimanded and 
never again a grand juror and 
lost his job as town constable. 
Yet his family became one of the 
most enterprising in the city’s 
whole history. Indeed, it is ex- 
plained by descendants that it 
was the best thing that happened,

| since it turned the pioneer’s at- 
tention from politics to business, 
and he prospered. 

That grand jury room was @ 
most primitive place, There was 
no table, no chairs, even for the 
foreman. The jurors had to sit 
| on a bench and only the foreman 
| had a board plank on which to do 
| his writing. It was not until 


was provided “sufficient for 24 
| persons to sit at it,” but even then 
there was only a chair for the 
foreman, the others had to be 
content with benches on each 
side like school boys. 

But conditions in the jail were 
terrible. As late as 1811 the 
grand jury reported that there 
was no heat in the prison nor 
any beds, and the justices were 
| asked to “provide a small stove in 
| each range of cells and a rough 
bedstead for each.cell with some 
rugs or blankets which will add 
much to the comfort of the un- 
happy persons confined.” The re- 
| quest was granted and prison re- 
| form began in Upper Canada. 
Conditions in the smaller places 
were even worse than at York. 
Accused persons were treated 
| worse than animals.

ALBERTA COAL AND

Editor Bulletin: While reading 
the reports on the Coal Commis- 
sion held in Drumheller last 
week, I am of the opinion that 
Sir Montague Barlow did not re- 
ceive full reports regarding why 
Alberta docs not ship more coal 
to Ontario. 

Having gained 
perience, some 
this, I would 
Alberta coal is

First, Alberta coal operators 
have in Ontario coal agents, but 
when asked to ship Drumheller 
coal to certain parts of Ontario, 
they reply that Drumheller coal 
won't stand shipment. Thece 
same coal agents, representing 
Alberta coal, have on their office 
windows in large letters, “Burn 
Pennsylvania Blue Coal.” 

Now when these Aiberta coal 
agonts advertise American coal 
instead of Alberta coal, what 
chence have you of sending more 
coal to Ontario? 

Then again we have in Mani- 
toba, Alberta coa] agents bringing 
in coal from the States to the 
head of the Lakés, then shipped 
into Manitcba and sold. 

And in Alberta we have coal 
agents and coal mine sharehold- 
ers who are the largest share- 
holders in the Estevan strip 
mines 

Putting all this together, 1 am 
convinced the coal inquiry is a 
farce and that Alberta coal op- 
eraters don't wish to send more 
coal to Ontario than they are 
doing at present. The reason 1 
give for this is, I have had coa/ 
orde*s sent to me from different 
parts of Ontario, and when ] 
asked some of the ccal operator 
would they ship it, they said that

they could not, as all coal had 
to be shipped by their own 
agents, This meant that I was to

The 
last order I received from On- 
tario I handed over to one of our 
coal companies and it was in 
turn handed to a coal agent, to 
draw his 25c or 35¢ a ton for an 
| order he never got himself. I re- 
| ceived word from Ontario that 
| this coal was shipped as ordered. 
| I have letters from different 

parts of Ontario asking about Al- 
} beria coal prices, ete, some of 
| them from mayors of large cities 
in Ontario. 
My reason for saying that Al- 
| berta coal operators don't wish to 

send more coal to Ontario than 
| they are doing at present is, if 
| they send down more the Amer- 
| ican coal operators will lower the 
| price of coal to the Ontario 
| people, and in turn the Alberta 
coal operators will have to re- 
duce their price. This would 
force the Alberta coal operators 
to run their mines a longer per- 
iod to make the same profit as 
| they are now receiving in the 
short season. 

Last season 42,000 tons of Al- 


berta coal were shipped to On- | 


tario, all domestic coal. 

There are 5,051 domestic coal 
mines in Alberta; if each miner 
received his share for producing 
this 42,000 tons of coal for On- 
tario he would receive something 
like $4.35. But if the provincial 
government and Dominion gov- 
ernment shared up equally among 
these 5.051 miners the money 
they spend on advertising Al- 
beria coal, ete. each year, every 
miner in the domestic fields 
would receive something like $23. 
Therefore. it would pay the miner 
to ship no coal to Ontario and 
have the governments turn the 
| money over to them instead. But

Before there can be a complete ending of poverty, and even 
before there can be an intermediate efficient measure of economic 
reform, the public must come to a knowledge of, and must insist 
upon having, an absolute equality at all communities in Caneda 
of delivered costs for basic products, approximately in agreement 
With world values.

The residents of one community cannot be prosperous so long | 
as they have to pay twice as much for coal and lumber and other 
basic products as the residents of another community; while oniy 
Setting world values for products sold. It will be possible to 
nullify the effects of any economic reform by holding up the price 
of basic products above the level of world values. 


There is nothing Stranger about human nature than its 
tendency to disregard fects when attempting to realize decires 
Coal.prices, lumber prices, fr eight rates, are all fixed on a th 
that the consumer has. to pay whatever demand is made on him 
This is only true up to a minimum of the consumer's requirement, 
because he will only buy as little as possible unless attracted by 
prices competing fairly with world values. Also itis only true 
up to the consumer's capacity to pay. Therefore unequal prices 
and prices based on desire rather than on value always bring 
cycles for bad business. The consumer gets down to a minimum 
basis, and buying stops. 


We have here only another way of saying that in order to 
Attain an adequate measure of national prosperity, based on a 
maximum volume of commerce, all the communities in the nation | 
must get on to a basis of co-operation; so that a dollar will have 
equal buying power in each community. A man would rather 
buy ten tons of coal at five dollars per ton than one ton of coal 
at fifteen dollars per ton. Also he would rather buy ten thousand 
fect of lumber at twenty dollers per thousand fect than one | 
thousand feet of lumber at forty-five dollars per thousand. You 
have to get the consumer’s point of view to get him buying.

No loss need be inflicted on any person, company or institu- 

tion in getting on a basis of nationwide co-operation extending 
over the necessaries of life. The necessary agearegate freight | 
earnings of the railways can be computed, and the average result- | 
ant rate applied to all commodities moved, so that the railways | 
will get proper revenue, and all communities get absolute equality | 
of delivered costs. | 
| 


Our great coal areas are worth absolutely nothing while locked 
up in the ground. A price permitting production and shipment at 
any reasonable profit is just that much better than no profit at 
all. Similarly in the lumber business, there is no sense in export- 
ing lumber at less than the cost of production, while doing po 
local business on the basis of prices and freight rates which the 
comestic consumer cannot and/or will not pay. 


A co-operative nationwide basis of equal delivered costs, in 
accordance with world values, is the only factor which will 
efficiently enable producers to compete in world markets at world 
prices and make a profit. Because it can be done without hunt- 
ing anybody or anything, it should be done without delay. The 
perverse desire to force a man to buy instead of attracting him to 
buy is the only obstacle in the way. All this is very dry reading, 
but very true, and very important.

Place the sauce pan 
containing this mixture in a larger 
pan of ice water and chill, stirring 
constantly. When it begins to 
thicken add the whipped cream and 
marshmallows, folding them into 
the gelatin mixture. Line paper 
cups with lady fingers which have 
been split, putting the split side 
in.

paper and chill in the refrigerator 
until wanted to serve.

MR. COOK EXPLAINS 

The London, Ont., Advertiser contributes the 
following bit of information to the cause of 
political enlightenment: 

“In a speech at Grand Bend, Ont., Premier 
Gardiner of Saskatchewan conveyed a signifi- 
cant piece ‘of information which had not been 
published in eastern Canada. He said that Mr. 
Warren Cook, organizer of Mr. Stevens’ party, 
told a meeting of businessmen in Saskatoon on 
May 27th that there would be a change in the 
Conservative leadership on June 3rd and that 
Mr. Stevens would succeed Mr. Bennett after 
that date. Mr. Gardiner himself attended the 
meeting and heard Mr. Cook’s assertion.” 

This explains a good deal, which might 
otherwise be obscure, in the progress of events. 
It is a matter of record that Mr. Stevens stood 
pat until the fateful June 3rd had arrived and 
passed, making no mention of any plan to 
launch another party. Only when it had be- 
come apparent Mr. Bennett had no intention of 
quitting, and the party's representatives in 
parliament no intention of forcing him to quit, 
did the former Minister of trade and commerce 
break silence to say he was going to start a new 
party and would write a platform for it as soon 
as he found time. 

Why he waited, and finally declared a 
rebellion, is made clear by the above statement 
of the gentleman who is now his party organ-

Canadians have long hoped for. Before the eve- 
ning is over we shall know whether we are tc 
endure another five years of money-lenders’ 
“sound money” garnerings, or lead the world 
in the march to take over from the private 
profiteers the power to 
monetize the national credit.

The dove has basked for centuries under a 
mask of virtue, not justified by the fects. Since 
Noah sent out the dove from the ark and it 
returned bearing an olive branch, it has been 
enthroned as the symbol of peace. Actually the 
dove is a very quarrelsome bird and hard to 
please. Many a man who addresses his wife 
as “my dove” is a good deal more scientific in 
his choice of similes than she imagines. 

The doves—or pigeons if you prefer to call 
them such—were among the earliest of man's 
allies in war. Long before Mare Antony sent 
his pigeons from Asia Minor to Rome, they 
were regarded among the engines of war. Dur- 
ing the Great War, the Allies found them of 
inestimable value, especially in bringing aid 
to aviators whose craft had fallen into the sea 

How do carrier pigeons find their direction? 
By sight, you'll say. Yet some of the best 
exploits of the pigeon service in the last war 
were in bringing aid to men and ships so far 
out at sea that it would have been impossible 
for the bird to sight its way home. They are 
like the Indian who explained his sense of 
direction by saying he had a compass in his 
head. 


The U.S. Signal Corps has been training 
pigeons to fly by night. When most other birds 
have gone to roost, these specially trained 
carriers find their way through rain, snow, fog 


or black night, with the same assurance as 
night hawks. 
One flight released at night from battle 


planes 30 miles out at sea during the recent 
manoeuvres off Hawaii, reached their roost 
35 minutes later. That flight didn't depend on 
sight 

Pigeon experts say that carrier pigeons will 
swing off to the left or right to avoid storms, 
just as an aviator will, picking up their course 
again when past the danger zone. They must 
have instrument boards inside their heads. If 
their ears are stuffed they cannot fly, indicat- 
ing that their flying sense, like that of human 
flyers, is governed by the glands inside the 
ear, 


The longest passage recorded by a carrier 
pigeon in a daylight flight is 2150 miles, from 
Maine to Texas 

Radio waves can travel much faster than 
that, but pigeons may be more reliable. With 
all nations seeking powerful beams for the pur- 
pose of “jamming” radic messages and stop- 
ping the electrical ignition of airplanes and 
motor carriages, the pigeon service may prove 
more effective in emergency than radio. 

But why should Mars receive all the gifts, 
Civil aviation ought to find use for carrier 
pigeons.

Fall and winter colds usually can be blamed | 
on the use of a diet containing an abundance of 
the heavy foods. As the cold weather comes | 
on, practically everyone develops an appetite 
for the heavy starchy foods, and these almost | 
invariably form the principal part of every | 
meal. This desire for the richer foods is made | 
worse because most of the protective foods such | 
as fruits and vegetables are hard to obtain dur- | 
ing the fall and winter months, or else are so 
expensive that the buyer for the family does 
not feel that she can afford them. 

The body becomes so stuffed with the ex- 
cess of starchy foods that it attempts to throw 
out some of the toxic wasts by producing cop- 
ious secretion from the mucotus membrane, 
causing it to be inflamed. Those who become 
fatigued from working too long hours or from 
worry, easily develop colds because they are 
too enervated to carry on the normal elimina- 
tion of toxins through the skin, Jungs, kidneys 
and intestine. Staying up late at night is | 
another possible cause of enervation.

infusion which is prepared by the following | 

method: Cut a medium-sized grapefruit into | 
1! pieces, skin and all. Place in an 


meled pan or glass dish and pour over it | 
one quart of boiling hot water. Allow to stand | 
for at least 30 minutes. The juice from this may 
be taken during a fast and is particularly bene- 
ficial in the treatment of colds. During the | 
time that you are using the grapefruit infusion, 
be sure to take at least one enema each day. |

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date (Monday) in 1800 
there was a scandal in a court 
room at York, as Toronto was 
called until 1834. The quarter 


sessions of the peace holders had 
convened, the old English tormal- 
ities had been observed, and the 
grand jury had been sworn and 
retired to consider the bills of 
indictment. But within a few 
minutes the foreman of the grand 
jury returned into court and re- 
ported that one of their number 
“was in such a state of intoxi- 
cation that they could not enter 
upon business with him.’ Upon 
which the offender was sent for 
and “coming into court he was 
found to be exceedingly drunk, 
whereupon he was committed to 
jail until tomorrow at noon when 
he is to be brought.” Thereupon 
the grand jury proceeded with its 
task, minus one of its members. 
The offender was brought into 
court, reprimanded and was 
never again a grand juror and 
lost his job as town constable 
Yet his family became one of the 
most enterprising in the city’s 
whole history. Indeed, it is ex- 
plained by descendants that it 
was the best thing that happened, 


—no— 


since it turned the pioneer's at- 
tention from politics to business, 
and he prospered. 

That grand jury room was @ 
most primitive place, Ther was 
no table, no chairs, even for the 
foreman. The jurors had to sit 
on a bench and only the foreman 
had a board plank on which to do 
his writing. It was not until 
three years later that a long table 
was provided “sufficient for 24 
persons to sit at it,” but even then 
there was only a chair for the 
foreman, the others had to be 
content with benches on each 
side like school boys. 

But conditions in the jail were 
terrible. As late as 1811 the 
grand jury reported that there 
was no heat in the prison nor 
any beds, and the justices were 
asked to “provide a small stove in 
each range of cells and a rough 
bedstead for each cell with some 
rugs or blankets which will add 
much to the comfort of the un- 
happy persons confined.” The re- 
quest was granted and prison re- 
form began in Upper Canada. 
Conditions in the smaller places 
were even worse than at York. 
Accused persons were treated 
worse than animals.

hand them over to another agent,

who was to receive from 25c to 
35c per ton for coal orders which 
he himself could not get. Of 
course I refused to do this. The 
last order I received from On- 
tario I handed over to one of our 
coal companies and it was in 


turn handed to a coal agent, to | 


draw his 25c or 35c a ton for an 
order he never got himself. I re- 
ceived word from Ontario that 
this coal was shipped as ordered. 

I have letters from different 
parts of Ontario asking about Al- 
berta coal prices, etc, some of 
them from mayors of large cities 
in Ontario. 

My reason for saying that Al- 
berta coal operators don't wish to 
send more coal to Ontario than 
they are doing at present is, if 
they send down more the Amer- 
ican coal operators will lower the 
price of coal to the Ontario 
people, and in turn the Alberta 
coal operators will have to re- 
duce their price. This would 
force the Alberta coal operators 
to run their mines a longer per- 
iod to make the same profit as 
they are now receiving in the 
short season. 

Last season 42,000 tons of A!- 
berta coal were shipped to On- 
tario, all domestic coal. 

There are 5,051 domestic coal 
mines in Alberta; if each miner 
received his share for producing 
this 42,000 tons of coal for On- 
tario he would receive something 
like $4.35. But if the provincial 
government and Dominion gov- 
ernment shared up equally among 
these 5,051 miners the money 
they spend on advertising Al- 
beria coal, etc,, each year, every 
miner in the domestic fields 
would receive something like $23. 
Therefore, it would pay the miner 
to ship no coal to Ontario and 
have the governments turn the 
money over to them instead, But 
the coal operators would suffer 
a loss,

OLD QUARRY, Bramley, Surrey, 
England, Oct. 14.—The “have-nots” 
have been flouted at Geneva. Sir 
Samuel Hoare, facing a world crisis | 
which has arisen from the monop- 
olization of territory, affects to be- 
lieve that the issue is merely one of 
preventing an imagined monopiliza- , 
tion of the sale of raw materials. 

It is as though a landless laborer, 
pleading for land upon which to 
live and make a home, were palmed 
off with an eloquent promise that, 
after due inquiry into the matter, 
arrangements would be made to en- 
sure that there should be no mon- 
opoly in the sale to him of seed and 
fertilizers. | 
BEING MOCKED 

Whether they be landless laborers, 
or landless states, the “have-nots” | 
cannot be thus mocked. 

If the “haves” will not face the 
facts that the “have-nots” need and 
are entitled to land upon which to 
live and work, war becomes ine- 
vitable. 

Any law or league which has been 
established to deny the natural 
rights of men, or which is used to} 
frustrate those rights, will be swept 
away. 

It is unfortunate that a great occa- | 
sion should have been used to re-| 
affirm by inference the injust inten- } 
tion and origin of the League of | 
Nations. |

IS REMARKABLE 


| 

Nothing is more remarkable in the 
League covenant than the contrast 
between article XVI, which in effect 
dictates League war on the “have- 
nots"—for only “have-nots” have 


cause for discontent—and the vague- 


ness of the revisionist article XIX 
which may mean anything or no- 
thing and has been dropped as 
worthless. Article XIX speaks tim- 
idly of “advising reconsideration” 
of treaties. 

The “territorial intregity” enshrin- 
ed in article X was the realized 
product of past sucessful war and 
conquest, and included (1) the 
brand new political boundary lines 
of 1919 and (2) the robbery of the 
German colonies, effected by the 
Same hands that made the covenant. 

The League covenant which 
France and Britain are so eager to 
maintain is thus an embodiment, | 
not of the principle of peace, but of | 
the product of war It is not in- 
appropriate, therefore, that it should 
itself adopt, embody and prescribe 
the principle of war. 

DICTATES WAR 

Article XVI of the covenant, in 
short, dictates league war as the 
means to preserve the many injus- 
tices and deprivations which the 
four peace treaties 
passu with the covenant. | 

In the history of the world there | 
was never before so cynical a pro- 
cess to crystallize in permanency, | 
and in the name of peace, the ter- | 
ritorial products cf conquest. | 

Sir Samuel Hoare, in his aston- | 
ishing and amusing offer of free- 
dom to buy British materials, used | 
words he could hardly have 
we d: 

“The view of His Majesty's gov- | 
ernment is that the problem is | 
economic rather than political and 
territorial,” he said. 

The British government has un- 
consciously raised the vital ques- 
tion of the use and ownership of | 
the world’s land, and now seeks to!

Such practices would have a bad 
effect on public life for many 
years, 


CAUTION BANISHED 


Between nomination day 
polling day a prime minister with 
any sense of responsibility would 
be careful that he did not avoid 
taking any action to influence the 
electors. But Mr. Bennett had 
ignored all traditions of public life 
and announced the awarding of 
public contracts totalling $2,800,000. 
Conservative billboards also an- 
nounced Mr, Bennett had given 
$150,000,000 to the wheat growers. 


“I wonder what is to become of 
our public life when a prime 
minister will boldly say in an 
election campaign that he did this 
with money from the treasury,” 
Mr. King remarked. 


RADIO SLANDER 


The Conservatives had resorted 
to sending libellous and slanderous 
matter over the radio in the elec- 
tion campaign, said Mr. King. He 
referred to certain broadcasts, 
nominally sponsored by an individ- 
ual but which, he said, were being 
paid for by the Conservative party 
with Mr. Bennett's knowledge and 
consent.

BENNETT-BORN GROUPS 


“This election differs greatly from 
any other contest, for it has been 
a campaign in which a large num- 
ber of parties have been appealing 
to the electorate. It is significant 
that most of these parties have been 
born under the Bennett adminis- 
tration. The C.C.F. party under 
Mr. Woodsworth was born out of 
discontent under the Bennett re- 
gime; the Stevens Reconstruction 
party was not heard of until after 
prorogation this year. Mr. Stevens 
was ready and willing to walk into 
a Conservative caucus, but when 
Mr. Bennett virtually closed the 
door in his face Mr. Stevens said 
to himself: ‘I'll teach this man a 
lesson,’ and he organized a party 
of his own. 


NO SPLIT VOTES 

“While I believe’ that the Ben- 
nett government will be defeated 
and well defeated, there is a 


danger that by electors in cer- 
tain sections supporting one or 
the other of the third party can- 
didates, the vote might be split 
and so weaken the next govern- 
ment that it will be difficult to 
carry on.

Canadians have long hoped for. Before the eve- 
ning is over we shall know whether we are to 
endure another five years of money-lenders’ 
“sound money” garnerings, or lead the world 


in the march to take over from the private 
profiteers the power to 
monetize the national credit.

Unknowingly Canadians 
are deciding far more than 
“sound money” and high 
tariff, or whether Canada will 
be governed by Mr. Bennett 
wearing a Conservative label or a National 
Government label.

were regarded among the engines of war. Dur- 
ing the Great War, the Allies found them of 
inestimable value, especially in bringing aid 


to aviators whose craft had fallen into the sea 
How do carrier pigeons find their direction? 
By sight, you'll say. Yet some of the best 


exploits of the pigeon service in the last war 
were in bringing aid to men and ships so far 
out at sea that it*would have been impossible 
for the bird to sight its way home. They are 
like the Indian who explained his sense of 
direction by saying he had a compass in his 
head. : 


The U.S. Signal Corps has been training 
pigeons to fly by night. When most other birds 
have gone to roost, these specially trained 
carriers find their way through rain, snow, fog 
or black night, with the same assurance as 
night hawks. 

One flight released night from battle 
planes 30 miles out at sea during the recent 
manoeuvres off Hawaii, reached their 
35 minutes later. That flight didn't depend on 
sight 

Pigeon experts say that carrier pigeons will 
swing off to the left or right to avoid storms, 
just as an aviator will, picking up their course 
again when past the danger zone. They must 
have instrument boards inside their heads. If 
their ears are stuffed they cannot fly, indicat- 
ing that their flying sense, like that of human 
flyers, is governed by the glands inside the 
ear.

The Common Cold 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

October is the peak menth for colds, it is 
said, and the greatest number of colds will 
occur during this month. Certainly, the com- 
mon cold is a general nuisance and more people 
stay home, from work with colds than with 
any other disorder. 

I have studied many thou- 
sands of patients suffering 
from colds, and it seems to 
me that there are only three 
fundamental causes. These 
fundamental causes are: 
FATIGUE, OVER - EATING 
and LACK OF SUNSHINE. 
In many parts of the world, 
the amount of available sun- 
shine is sharply decreased 
during the fall and winter 
months. In the cities the amount reaching the 
population may be even less than this, because 
of the thick curtain of smoke overlying the 
industrial districts. 

Fall and winter colds usually can be blamed 
on the use of a diet containing an abundance of 
the heavy foods. As the cold weather comes 
on, practically everyone develops an appetite 
for the heavy starchy foods, and these almost 
invariably form the principal part of every 
meal. This desire for the richer foods is made 
worse because most of the protective foods such 
as fruits and vegetables are hard to obtain dur- 
ing the fall and winter months, or else are so 
expensive that the buyer for the family does 
not feel that she can afford them. 

The body becomes so stuffed with the ex- 
cess of starchy foods that it attempts to throw 
out some of the toxic wasts by producing cop- 
ious secretion from the mucous membrane, 
causing it to be inflamed. Those who become 
fatigued from working too long hours or from 
worry, easily develop colds because they are 
too enervated to carry on the normal elimina- 
tion of toxins through the skin, lungs, kidneys 
and intestine. Staying up late at night is 
another possible cause of enervation. 

The enervated person is toxic, and usually 
the liver is sluggish. Very often constipation, 
with its attendant dangers, is present. One 
who over-works or who wastes nervous energy 
in worry, will not have enough nervous energy 
left to keep metabolism balanced. He should 
consider himself fortunate if he develops only 
a cold, rather than more serious dis- 
order.

During the nonths of fall and winter, 
most people gradually get out of the habit of 
spending much time out of doors, preferring to 
stay within heated rooms where the air is not 
pure and where sunlight dees not come. 

If you wish to guard against colds, then you 
should see to it that your diet contains a 
large amount of vegetables and fruits. Also it 
is a good plan to cut down on the starches used, 
while taking a moderate amount of protein 
daily, such as meat and eggs. It is also im- 
portant that you guard yourself against becom- 
ing over-tired. Going to bed early 1s one of the 
best ways to prevent the development of colds. 
Make sure that you obtain plenty of outdoor 
exercise and avoid the physical and mental 
inertia which paves the way for the common 
cold. 

If you do develop a cold, go to bed if you 
have a fever. Try using a grapefruit juice 
ir vhich is prepared by the following 
: Cut a medium-sized grapefruit into 
small pieces, skin d all Place in an 
enameled pan cr gls lish and pour over it 
one quart of boiling hot water. Allow to stand 
for at least 30 minutes. The juice from this may 
be taken during a fast and is particularly bene- 
ficial the treatment of colds. During the 
time that you are using the grapefruit infusion, 
one enema each day.

On This Date 


| A Day in Canadian History 


On this date’(Monday) if 1800 
fhere was a scandal in a court 
room at York, as Toronto was 
called until 1834. The quarter 


sessions of the peace holders had 
convened, the old English formal- 
ities had been observed, and the 
grand jury had been sworn and 
retired to consider the bills of 
indictment. But within a few 
minutes the foreman of the grand 
jury returned into court and re- 
ported that one of their number 
“was in such a state of intoxi- 
cation that they could not enter 
upon business with him.” Upon 
which the offender was sent for 
and “coming into court he was 
found to be exceedingly druak, 
whereupon he was committed to 
jail until tomorrow at noon when 
he is to be brought.” Thereupon 
the grand jury proceeded with its 
task, minus one of its members 


The offender was brought into 
court, reprimanded and was 
never again grand juror and 


lost his job as town constable 
Yet his family became one of the 
most enterprising in the city’s 
whole history. Indeed, it is ex- 
plained by descendants that it 
was the best thing that happened,

since it turned the pioneer’s at- 
tention from politics to business, 
and he prospered. 

That grand jury room was @ 
most primitive place. There was 
no table, no chairs, even for the 
foreman. The jurors had to sit 
on a bench and only the foreman 
had a board plank on which to do 
his writing. It was not until 
three years later that a long table 
was provided “sufficient for 24 
persons to sit at it,” but even then 
there was only a chair for the 
foreman, the others had to be 
content with benches on each 
side like school boys. 

But conditions in the jail were 
terrible. As late as 1811 the 
grand jury reported that there 
was no heat in the prison nor 
any beds, and the justices were 
asked to “provide a small stove in 
each range of cells and a rough 
bedstead for each cell with some 
rugs or blankets which will add 
much to the comfort of the un- 
happy persons confined.” The re- 
quest was granted and prison re- 
form began in Upper Canada. 
Conditions in the smaller places 
were even worse than at York. 
Accused persons were treated 
worse than animals,

to Ontario.

First, Alberta coal operators 
have in Ontario coal agents, but 
when asked to ship Drumheller 
coal to certain parts of Ontario, 
they reply that Drumheller coal 
won't stand shipment. These 
same coal agents, representing 
Alberta coal, have on their office 
windows in large letters, “Burn 
Pennsylvania Blue Coal.” 

Now when these Alberta coal 
agents advertise American coal 
instead of Alberta coal, what 
chance have you of sending more 
coal to Ontario? 

Then again we have in Mani- 
toba, Alberta coal] agents bringing 
in coal from the States to the 
head of the Lakes, then shipped 
into Manitoba and sold 

And in Alberta we have coal 
agents and coal mine sharehold- 
ers who are the largest share- 
holders in the Estevan strip 
mines 

Putting all this together, | am 
convinced the coal inquiry is a 
farce and that Alberta coa) op- 
erators don't wish to send more 
coal to Ontario than they are 
doing at present. The reason | 
give for this is, I have had coa! 
orders sent to me from different 
parts of Ontario, and when ! 
asked some of the coal operators 
would they ship it, they said that

they could not, as all coaj had 
to be shipped by their own 
agents. This meant that I was to 


get coal orders from Ontario and 
hand them over to another agent, 
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who was to receive from 25c to 
35c per ton for coal orders which 
he himself could not get. Of 
course I refused to do this. The 
last order I received from On- 
tario I handed over to one of our 
coal companies and it was in 
turn handed to a coal agent, to 
draw his 25c or 35c a ton for an 
order he never got himself. I re- 
ceived word from Ontario that 
this coal was shipped as ordered. 

I have letters from different 
parts of Ontario asking about Al- 
berta coal prices, etc. some of 
them from mayors of large cities 
in Ontario. 

My reason for saying that Al- 
berta coal operators don't wish to 
send more coal to Ontario than 
they are doing at present is, if 
they send down more the Amer- 
ican coal optrators will lower the 
price of coal to the Ontario 
people, and in turn the Alberta 
coal operators will have to re- 
duce their price. This would 
force the Alberta coal operators 
to run their mines a longer per- 
iod to make the same profit as 
they are now receiving in the 
short s@ason. 

Last season 42,000 tons of AlI- 
berta coal were shipped to On- 
tario, all domestic coal. 

There are 5,051 ‘domestic coal 
mines in Alberta; if each miner 
received his share for producing 
this 42,000 tons of coal for On- 
tario he would receive something 
like $4.35. But if the provincial 
government and Dominion gov- 
ernment shared up equally among 
these 5,051 miners the money 
they spend on advertising Al- 
beria coal, ete. each year, every 
miner in the domestic fields 
would receive something like $23. 
Therefore, it would pay the miner 
to ship no coal to Ontario and 
have the governments turn the 
monéy over to them instead. But 
the coal operators would suffer 
a loss.

{ NEW YORK, Oct. 14—A finding 
that the Mexican government “is 
seeking the abolition of religion” is 
contained in a report of a deputa- 
tion sent to that country by the 
American committee on religious | 
righs and minorities. 

“The committee is concerned 


solely with the question of religi- 
ous liberty, the inalienable right of | 
the individual to freedom in his! 
religious life and of the church to/ 
function in its own sphere without | 
restraint by the state,” the report, 
made public Sunday, says in a 
foreword. 

“The question at issue, is whether ; 
the government of Mexico is deny- 
ing this religious liberty to its peo- | 
ple. The report of this open-minded | 
deputation will, we think, make ir- 
refutably clear that the government 
is doing this, and that it is not! 
simply endeavoring to free itself | 
from former ecclesiastic interfer- 
ence jn affairs of state but that it is | 
seeking the abolition of religion it- 
self in substantially the same way | 
}as the Soviet government of Russia. 
| “While the Roman _ Catholic} 
church is more directly affected be- 
| cause it is the largest religious | 
body in Mexico and the one most) 
closely related to the government 
in former generations, the laws ap- | 
ply to all religious bodies alike, | 
Protestants and Jews, as well as 
Roman Catholics.” |

War Inevitable

OLD QUARRY, Bramley, Surrey, | 
England, Oct. 14—The “have-nots” | 
have been flouted at Geneva. Sir 
Samuel Hoare, facing a world crisis 
which has arisen from the monop- 
olization of territory, affects to be-| 
lieve that the issue is merely one of | 
preventing an imagined monopiliza- | 
tion of the sale of raw materials. | 

It is as though a landless laborer, | 
pleading for land upon which to 
live and make a home, were palmed | 
off with an eloquent promise that, | 
after due inquiry into the matter, 
arrangements would be made to en-| 
sure that there should be no mon- | 
opoly in the sale to him of seed and 
fertilizers. 


BEING MOCKED 
Whether they be landless laborers, | 
or landless states, the “have-nots” 
cannot be thus mocked. 
If the “haves” will not face the! 
facts that the “have-nots” need and | 


are entitled to land upon which to} 
live and work, war becomes ine-| 
vitable. | 

Any law or league which has been | 
established to deny the natural) 
rights of men, or which is used to} 
frustrate those rights, will be swept | 
away. 

It is unfortunate that a great occa- 
sion should have been used to re- 
affirm by inference the injust inten- 
tion and origin of the League of 
Nations, 


IS REMARKABLE | 


Nothing is more remarkable in the | 
League covenant than the contrast | 
between article XVI, which in effect | 
dictates League war on the “have-| 
nots’—for only “have-nots” have 
cause for discontent—and the vague- | 
ness of the revisionist article XIX! 
which may mean anything or no-| 
thing and has been dropped as| 
worthless, Article XIX speaks tim-| 
idly of “advising reconsideration” 


of treaties. BH 


The “territorial intregity” enshrin- 


ed in article X was the realized | | 


product of past sucessful war and | 
conquest, and included (1) the} 
brand new political boundary lines 
of 1919 and (2) the robbery of the 


German colonies, effected by the | jj 


same hands that made the covenant. 

The League covenant which 
France and Britain are so eager to | 
maintain is thus an embodiment, 
not of the principle of peace, but of 
the product of war. It is not in-} 


appropriate, therefore, that it should 
itself adopt, embudy and prescribe 
the principle of war. 


DICTATES WAR 


Article XVI of the covenant, in | 
short, dictates league war as the | 
means to preserve the many injus- 
tices and deprivations which the | 
four peace treaties created pari 
passu with the covenant. 

In the history of the world there 
was never before so cynical a pro- 
cess to crystallize in permanency, 
and in the name of peace, the ter- 
ritorial products of conquest. 

Sir Samuel Hoare, in his aston- 
ishing and amusing offer of free- 
dom to buy British materials, used 
words he could’ hardly have | 
weighed: 

“The view of His Majesty’s gov- | 
ernment is that the problem is 
economic rather than political and | 
territorial,” he said, 

The British government has un- | 
consciously raised the vital ques-/| 
tion of the use and ownership of 
the world’s land, and now seeks to 
avoid the consequences by riding 
off on a promise to sell Empire pro- 
duce. 

The great issue of our time can- 
not so easily be evaded.

Only when it had be- 
come apparent Mr. Bennett had no intention of 
quitting, and the party’s representatives in 
parliament no intention of forcing him to quit, 
did the former Minister of trade and commerce 
break silence to say he was going to start a new 
party and would write a platform for it as soon 
as he found time. 

Why he waited, and finally declared a 
rebellion, is made clear by the above statement 
of the gentleman who is now his party organ- 
izer. Whether his fight for the party crown 
succeeds will be known when the votes are 
counted.

Fall and winter colds usually can be blamed 
on the use of a diet containing an abundance of 
the heavy foods. As the cold weather comes 
on, practically everyone develops an appetite 
for the heavy starchy foods, and these almost 
invariably form the principal part of every 
meal. This desire for the richer foods is made 
worse because most of the protective foods such 
as fruits and vegetables are hard to obtain dur- 
ing the fall and winter months, or else are so 
expensive that the buyer for the family does 
not feel that she can afford them. 

The body becomes so stuffed with the ex- 
cess of starchy foods that it attempts to throw 
out some of the toxic wasts by producing: cop- 
ious secretion from the mucous membrane, 
causing it to be inflamed. Those who become 
fatigued from working too long hours or from 
worry, easily develop colds because they are 
too enervated to carry on the normal elimina- 
tion of toxins through the skin, lungs, kidneys 
and intestine. Staying up late at night is 
another possible cause of enervation.

| NEW YORK, Oct. 14--A findds | 
that the Mexican government “isy 
seeking the abolition of religion” is 
contained in a report of a deputa- | 
tion sent to that country by the 


American committee on religious | 
righs and minorities. | 
“The committee is concerned | 


solely with the question of religi-| 
ous liberty, the inalienable right of | 
the individual to freedom in his 
religious life and of the church to 
function in its own sphere without 
restraint by the state,” the report, 
made public Sunday, says in a 
foreword, 

“The question at issue, is whether 
the government of Mexico is deny- | 
ing this religious liberty to its peo- | 
ple. The report of this open-minded | 
deputation will, we think, make ir- | 
refutably clear that the government | 


is doing this, and that it is not} 
|simply endeavoring to free itself 
from former ecclesiastic interfer- 


ence in affairs of state but that it is 
| seeking the abolition of religion it- 
| self in substantially the same way 
as the Soviet government of Russia. 

“While the Roman Catholic 
| church is more directly affected be- 
cause it is the largest religious 
body in Mexico and the one most 
| closely related to the government 
|}in former generations, the laws ap- 
ply to all religious bodies alike, 
Protestants and Jews, as well as) 
Roman Catholics.” |

Dur- 
ing the Great War, the Allies found them of 
inestimable value, especially in bringing aid 
to aviators whose craft had fallen into the sea 

How do carrier pigecns find their direction? 
By sight, you'll say. Yet some of the best 
exploits of the pigeon service in the last war 
were in bringing aid to men and ships so far 
out at sea that it would have been impossible 
for the bird to sight its way home. They are 
like the Indian who explained his sense of 
direction by saying he had a compass in his 
head.

The U.S. Signal Corps has been training 
pigeons to fly by night. When most other birds 
have gone to roost, these specially trained 
carriers find their way through rain, snow, fog 
or black night, with the same assurance as 
night hawks. 

One flight released at night from battle 
planes 30 miles out at sea during the recent 
manoeuvres off Hawaii, reached their roost 
35 minutes later. That flight didn't depend on 
sight. 

Pigeon experts say that carrier pigeons will 
swing off to the left or right to avoid storms, 
just as an aviator will, picking up their course 
again when past the danger zone. They must 
have instrument boards inside their heads, If 
their ears are stuffed they cannot fly, indicat- 
ing that their flying sensc, like that of human 
flyers, is governed by the glands inside the 
ear. 

The longest passage recorded by a carrier 
pigeon in a daylight flight is 2150 miles, from 
Maine to Texas. 

Radio waves can travel much faster than 
that, but pigeons may be more reliable, With 
all nations seeking powerful beams for the pur- 
pose of “jamming” radio messages and stop- 
ping the electrical ignition of airplanes and 
motor carriages, the pigeon service may prove 
more effective in emergency than radio. 

But why should Mars receive all the gifts.

pigeons. How many times do we read of miss- 
ing planes that must be searched for.

The Common Cold 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

October is the peak menth for colds, it is 
said, and the greatest number of colds will 
occur during this month. Certainly, the com- 
mon cold is a general nuisance and more people 
stay home from work with colds than with 
any other disorder. 

I have studied many thou- 
sands of patients suffering 
from colds, and it seems to 
me that there are only three 
fundamental causes. These 
fundamental causes are: 
FATIGUE, OVER - EATING 
and LACK OF SUNSHINE. 
In many parts of the world, 
the amount of available sun- 
shine is sharply decreased 
during 
months. In the cities the amount reaching the 
population may be even less than this, because 
of the thick curtain of smoke overlying the 
industrial districts. 

Fall and winter colds usually can be blamed 
on the use of a diet containing an abundance of 
the heavy foods. As the cold weather comes 
on, practically everyone develops an appetite 
for the heavy starchy foods, and these almost 
invariably form the principal part of every 
meal. This desire for the richer foods is made 
worse because most of the protective foods such 
as fruits and vegetables are hard to obtain dur- 
ing the fall and winter months, or else are so 
expensive that the buyer for the family does 
not feel that she can afford them. 

The body becomes so stuffed with the ex- 
cess of starehy foods that it attempts to throw 
out some of the toxic wasts by producing cop- 
ious secretion from the mucous membrane, 
causing it to be inflamed. Those who become 
fatigued from working too long hours or from 
worry, easily develop colds because they are 
too enervated to carry on the normal elimina- 
tion of toxins through the skin, lungs, kidneys 
and intestine. Staying up late at night is 
another possible cause of enervation. 

The enervated person is toxic, and usually 
the liver is sluggish. Very often constipation, 
with its attendant dangers, is present. One 
who over-works or who wastes nervous energy 
in worry, will not have enough nervous energy 
left to keep metabolism balanced. He should 
consider himself fortunate if he develops only 
a cold, rather than some more serious dis- 
order. 

During the cooler months of fall and winter, 
most people gradually get out of the habit of 
spending much time out of doors, preferring to 
stay within heated rooms where the air is not 
pure and where sunlight dees not come. 

If you wish to guard against colds, then you 
should see to it that your diet contains a 
large amount of vegetables and fruits. Also it 
is a good plan to cut down on the starches used, 
while taking a moderate amount of protein 
daily, such as meat and eggs. It is also im- 
portant that you guard yourself against becom- 
ing over-tired. Going to bed early is one of the 
best ways td prevent the development of colds. 
Make sure that you obtain plenty of outdoor 
exercise and avoid the physical and mental 
inertia which paves the way for the common 
cold, 

If you do develop a cold, go to bed if you

have a fever. Try using a grapefruit juice 
infusion which is prepared by the following 
method: Cut a medium-sized grapefruit into 
small pieces, skin and all Place in an 


enameled pan cr giass dish and pour over it 
one quart of boiling hot water. Allow to stand 
for at least 30 minutes. The juice from this may 
be taken during a fast and is particularly bene- 
ficial in the treatment qf colds. During the 
time that you are using the grapefruit infusion, 
be sure to take at least one enema each day.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date (Monday) in 1800 
there was a scandal in a court 
room at York, as Toronto was 
called until 1834. The quarter 


sessions of the peace holders had 
convened, the old English tformal- 
ities had been observed, and the 
grand jury had been sworn and 
retired to consider the bills of 
indictment. But within a few 
minutes the foreman of the grand 
jury returned into court and re- 
ported that one of their number 
“was in such a state of intoxi- 
cation that they could not enter 
upon business with him.’ Upon 
which the offender was sent for 
and “coming into court he was 
found to be exceedingly drunk, 
whereupon he was committed to 
jail until tomorrow at noon when 
he is to be brought.” Thereupon 
the grand jury proceeded with its 
task, minus one of its members. 
The offender was brought into 
court, reprimanded and was 
never again a grand juror and 
lost his job as town constable. 
Yet his family became one of the 
most enterprising in the city’s 
whole history. Indeed, it is ex- 
plained by descendants that it 
was the best thing that happened,

since it turned the pioneer’s at- 
tention frorn politics to business, 
and he prospered. 

That grand jury room was @ 
most primitive place. There was 
no table, no chairs, even for the 
foreman. The jurors had to sit 
on a bench and only the foreman 
had a board plank on which to do 
his writing. It was not until 
three years later that a long table 
was provided “sufficient for 24 
persons to sit at it,” but even then 
there was only a chair for the 
foreman, the others had to be 
content with benches on each 
side like school boys. 

But conditions in the jail were 
terrible. As late as 1811 the 
grand jury reported that there 
was no heat in the prison nor 
any beds, and the justices were 
asked to “provide 4 small stove in 
each range of cells and a rough 
bedstead for each cell with some 
rugs or blankets which will add 
much to the comfort of the un- 
happy persons confined.” The re- 
quest was granted and prison re- 
form began in Upper Canada. 
Conditions in the smaller places 
were even worse than at York. 
Accused persons were treated 
worse than animals. 
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ALBERTA COAL AND 
ONTARIO 

Editor Bulletin: While reading 
the reports on the Coal Commis- 
sion held in Drumheller last 
week, I am of the opinion that 
Sir Montague Barlow did not re- 
ceive full reports regarding why 
Alberta does not ship more coal 
to Ontario. 

Having gained 
perience, some information on 
this, I would like to tell why 
Alberia coal is not: popular in 
Ontario. 

First, Alberta coal operators 
have in Ontario coal agents, but 
when asked to ship Drumheller 
cosa] to certain parts of Ontario, 
they reply that Drumheller coal 
won't stand shipment. There 
same coal agents, representing 
Alberta coal, have on their office 
windows in large letters, “Burn 
Pennsylvania Blue Coal.” 

Now when these Alberta coal 
agents advertise American coal 
instead of Alberta coal, what 
chance have you of sending more 
coal to Ontario? 

Then agein we have in Mani- 
toba, Alberta coal agents bringing 
in coal from the States to the 
head of the Lakes, then shipped 
into Manitoba and sold. 

And in Alberta we have coal 
agonts and coal mine sharehold- 


through ex- 


ers who are the largest share- 
holders in the Estevan strip 
mines. 


Putting all this together, I am 
convinced the coal inquiry is a 
farce and that Alberta coal op- 
erators don't wish to send more 
toal to Ontario than they are 
doing at present. The reason | 
give for this is, I have had coa} 
orders sent to me from different 
parts of Ontario, and when 1 
asked some of the coal operators 
would they ship it, they said that 
they could not, as all coa) had 
to be shipped by their own 
agents. This meant that I was to 


get coal] erders from Ontario and | 


hand them over to another agent, 


| 


who was to receive from 25¢ to 
35c per ton for coal orders which 
he himself could not get. Of 
course I refused to do this. The 
last order I received from On- 
tario I handed over to one of our 
coal companies and it Was in 
turn handed to a coal agent, to 
draw his 25c or 35c a ton for an 
order he never got himself, I re- 
ceived word from Ontario that 
this coal was shipped as ordered. 

I have letters from different 
parts of Ontario asking about Al- 
beria coal prices, etc. some of 
them from mayors of large cities 
in Ontario. 

My reason for saying that Al- 
berta coal operators don't wish to 
send more coal to Ontario than 
they are doing at present is, if 
they send down more the Amer- 
ican coal operators will lower the 
price of coal to the Ontario 
people, and in turn the Alberta 
coal operators will have to re- 
duce their price. This would 
force the Alberta coal operators 
to run their mines a longer per- 
iod to make the same profit as 
they are now receiving in the 
short season. 

Last season 42,000 tons of A!- 
berta coal were shipped to On- 
tario, all domestic coal, 

There are 5,051 domestic coal 
mines in Alberta; if each miner 
received his share for producing 
this 42,000 tons of coal for On- 
tario he would receive something 
like $4.35. But if the provincial 
government and Dominion govy- 
ernment shared up equally among 
these 5,051 miners the money 
they spend on advertising Al- 
berta coal, etc, each year, every 
miner in the domestic fields 
would receive something Itke $23. 
Therefore, it would pay the miner 
to ship no coal to Ontario and 
have the governments turn the 
money over to them instead, But 
the coal operators would suffer 
a loss.

SLAVERY IN AFRICA 


As the leader of Fascism in 
England, Sir Oswald Mosley is 
sypporting Italy's move to con- 
quer Ethiopia, Mosley's influence

Without introducing the argu- 
ment that Fascism is itself a form 
of slavery, the setting up of the 
servile state under dictatorship, 
the Associated Press should in- 
terview someone to correct the 
misleading effect of Sir Oswald 
Mosley's statement, It is true that 
there is evidence of slavery, even 
of traffic in slavery, within the 
borders of Ethiopia, It should be

Even in the Italian colonies of 
Tripolitania and Eritrea, slavery 
continues.

It is hypo- 
crisy to pretend that the impend- 
ing Italian war of conquest is In- 
spired by any desire to elevate 
the moral standard of Ethiopia 
Ottawa Citizen, 
Constable~—“Here, you've been 
walkin; round this square for an 
hour and its three in the morne 
ing.”
